After his recovery he sought 
other employment, and at the timeof his 
last sickness was in the employ of Mr. 
George W. Parish as bookkeeper. He was 
aged thirty-seven years and nine months, 
and leaves a wife and several children, be- 
sides other relatives and friends, to mourn 
his demise. 

THE GOLD REGION. 


Corres pondence Gainesville Eagle. 


One evening last winter, sitting around 
the fire at the old homestead, the Lumsden 
boys and their old grandfather, Captain 
Jobn J. Richardson, an old miner, and one 
of White county’s best citizens, were 
engaged in conversation and the topic was 
gold and mining, when the old miner 
remarked that all the work that had 
been done in digging gold on the piace, had 
been done away from the residence and 
thet no test had been made fer gold near 
the house, and that there might be fold 
above a place where work had been done 
ears age, mentioning a little valley or 
drain west of the dwelling house and near 
by. A short time after this, and 
on the 28th of February, John 
Lumsden dug a test pit in this 
drain and got as the reward of a day’s Jabor 
one pennyweight and twenty two grains of 
gold. On Monday, the first day of March, 
operations were resumed and continued 
with some success until the 22d day of 
March, when the operators found on that 
day 135 pennyweights and 12 grains, one 
piece weighing 50 pennyweights. — On 
the 26th of March, 163 pennyweights 
were picked up; on the 9th of April, 
108 pennyweights; on the 10th, 
on the 12th, 948; on the 13th, 225; on the 
14th, 100; on May 26th, 115; on the 3lst of 
May, 40 pennyweights. The above only 
shows: the days of large success in finding 
old. Up to this date, and since February 
53th, Mr. J. R. Lumsden informs me that 
they have taken out about 3,700 gyon i 
weights of gold, with the aid of only 
three hands, and at very little expense. 
This mine is said to one 0 the 
richest eyer discovered in Georgia, and is 
worked at the least expense. Only about 
500 cubic yards of earth have been worked 
and the above amount secured. In getting 
at the gold, the first thing to be done is to 
get rid of the top soil and clay oy means of 
pick-axe, shovel and a strong stream of 
water. Beneath the red clay is a layer of 
gravel about three feet below the surface, 
and under this gravel is a bright 
yellow soil that miners call “slate,” and just 
under the gravel and on top of the “slate” 
you find the gold. When the yellow soil is 
reached, a steady stream of water flows over 
it, washing — the earth and leaving the 
glittering particles exposed to view. To get 
the fine particles,a box is used into which the 
“slate” is thrown and is washed down to a 
place where quicksilver 1s deposited 
which catches the fine gold. The reason 
why the Lumsden mine has been worked at 
so little expense, is on account ef the depth 
of the soil down to the gold, being only 
about three feet. Sometimes it spon 
that soil twenty feet thick must re- 
moved in order to get down to the 
and “slate.”
